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HE OLDEST highway in America. Its course lies through the most inspiring scenery, a description of which is impossible, but the views shown herein 
give an idea of what the tourist may expect. The natural colorings show the exquisite tints characteristic of the Arizona canyons. 

Westbound, the Apache Trail side trip is made by digressing from the main line of the Southern Pacific at Bowie, where connection is made with the 
Arizona Eastern Railroad for Globe. At this point the Automobile trip to Phoenix—over the Trail—is commenced. At Phoenix connection is made with ! 
the Arizona Eastern Railroad for Maricopa, where trip is resumed via the Sc uthern Pacific. The eastbound trip is the reverse of the above 

The trip from Globe to Phoenix includes stops at Roosevelt Dam and Webb Lodge, allowing sufficient time at latter point for luncheon. The 
westbound schedule follows: Leave Globe 8.00 a. m. daily (including Sunday), arrive Roosevelt Dam (Webb Lodge) 10.30 a. m. Leave Roosevelt Dam 
11.30 a. m., arrive Phoenix 6.00 p. m. At Globe the Dominion Hotel prcvides good accommodations and meals. At Phoenix there are five up-to-date 
hotels whose prices are very moderate. 

The fare for the side trip is #15.00 for continuous trip, or $20.00 if stop-over is made at Webb Lodge. Necessary arrangements for trip and extension 
of limit will be made by Agent of Arizona Eastern Railroad at Bowie westbound, or Mari opa eastbound. 

A suggestion is that stop be made westbound at El Paso to see that most uteresting city, and visit Juarez, Mexico, across the Rio Grande, and leave E] 
Paso at 6.45 a. m., making connection at Bowie for Globe. 
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
